SAKASOTA, Fla. (AP) — "I |>rabbcd her hair, 


but il kept pulling me down loo," said the father 
of a 16-year-old girl who died after lieing mauled 
by an alligator as she was swimming. 


A stale wildlife official said that, if an autopsy 


confirms that the alligator killed the Kir I il 
would he the first documented ease in Florida. 


Berl Russell Holmes said he and his daughter, 


.Sharon Elaine, were swimming in a lake al Os- 
car Sherer Slate Park soulli of Surusnta on 
Florida's lower Gulf Coast during a family out- 
ing Thursday. 


He said his daughter was in Ihc middle of Ihc: 


five-acre lake and he was standing in shallow 
water when she suddenly yelled for help. 


"She screamed 'Daddy' like something had 


got a hold of her," said Holmes. "I turned 
around and looked, but Sharcm wasn't even in 
sight. 


"Then I saw her hand come up for jnst a 


moment," Holmes said. He said lie swam to 


where he had seen the hand flash on the surface 
and after some searching managed lo grab her 
hip-length blond hair bul couldn't pull her lo the 
surface. 


"1 dove again and again," said Holmes. 
Several hours later, after divers had searched 


Ihc lake, the mauled tody of Miss Hulmes was 
found on the lake's bank. It was guarded by a 
10-toot alligator which crawled into the water as 
officers approached. 


"We killed the alligator Friday morning and 


found a hand and an elbow in its stomach," 
Deputy Eddie Palmer said. The Sarasota County 
medical examiner said an autopsy report would 
he released Monday. 


Colonel Brantley Goodson ol the Florida Game 


and Fresh Water Fish Commission said that, 
although there have been scattered reports over 
the years of alligators attacking humans, there- 
has never been a recorded case of one killing a 
person.

"systems analysis" approach 
that landed men on the moon — 
projects an escalating battle 
that will cost more than ?1 
billion a year by 1978. 
• The cost projections are con- 
tained in the first two volumes 
of the long awaited national 
cancer program released by the 
White House Friday. The plan 
outlines a broad atlaek on 
America's No. 2 killer lhat 
ranges from basic research on 
why Ihc biological cell goes 
awry and becomes cancerous lo 
how lo aid surviving cancer 
victims disabled by the disease 
or its treatment.

They say that graft's as common in_ 


Maryland government as oysters in 
Chesapeake Bay. 


So when an ex-governor is accused 


of taking kickbacks, it doesn't stretch 
credulity — even if the ex-governor is 
now the Vice President of the United 
States, Spiro T. Agnew. 


Only time, 'the grand jury and the 


courts can tell whether the charges 
are "damned lies," as Agnew says. 
But in the meantime, the 
Vice 


President's response sets a good 
example of forthrightncss during a 
period when, there has been much 
evasion in high places. 


Agnew's public comments and his 


agreement to make his personal 
financial records available to federal 
prosecutors speak well for him. 


The probe involving Agnew began 


last December as an investigation of 
Baltimore County officials and en- 
gineering firms. Agnew was notified 


two weeks ago lie was under inves- 
tigation for possible violations of 
bribery, extortion, conspiracy and tax 
laws. 
, 


Justice department lawyers asked 


Agnew for his personal 
financial 


records. The records were withheld at 
first on grounds that constitutional 
questions might be involved, and must 
be studied. Since then, Agnew and his 
counsel have wisely decided that the 
concept of executive privilege is in no 
way involved in furnishing personal 
records, as distinguished from official 
vice presidential records. 


They'chose the sensible path of 


stipulating that, their action does not 
acknowledge any right to inquire into 
the vice president's activities in office. 
These "difficult constitutional ques- 
tions," Agnew said, need not be 
resolved now. 


At least, he sounds like a man who 


has nothing to fear.

Unfortunately, though, your typical 


female criminal is not a charming lit- 
tle old lady like Josephine Hull in 
'•Arsenic and Old Lace." She is more 
likely lo belong lo an all-girl teenage 
gang. Or to a stable of prostitutes like 
those who mugged former West Ger- 
man defense minister Franz Joseph 
Strauss in New York and splashed acid 
on the neck of cartoqnist Charles Ad- 
dams. 


Crime by women under age 18, as 


reflected in FBI arrest statistics, is 
rising at an alarming rate. From 1960 
through 1972, the number of men 
under age 18 arrested for major of- 
fenses increased by 81.fi per cent. In 
Ihe same period, the number of 
major-offense arrests of women in that 
age group rose by 306.1 per cent. And 
so it went for lesser offenses. In 1960, 
only 230 American women under the 
age 18 were arrester! for narcotics law 
violations. By 1072 the number had 
increased to 10,702 — a rise of 4,553 per 
cent. 


James A. Brussel, a former assis- 


tant commissioner of mental hygiene 
for the state of New York, finds 
nothing surprising about the upsurge 
in female criminality. "It's nonsense 
to think that there is something 
basically or innately non-violent about 
women," he says. "No biological fac- 
tors, no hormones are involved. Until 
recently, the only thing that held 
women 
back 
was 
the 
cultural 


influence. Now there is a sharing of 
everything — including crime." 


The sharing extends to combating 


crime. A few years ago, women 
members of the nation's local police 
forces were confined largely to clerical 
duties. Then, tentatively, a handful 
were assigned to the traffic division. 
But now a number of police depart- 
ments in major cities are assigning 
women to foot patrols. In almost every 
instance, their male supervisors have 
been surprised and gratified by the 
results. 


F.veti 
diehard 
male-chauvinist 


policemen concede that policewomen 
are highly effective in dealing with 
domestic squabbles. Moreover, male 
suspects apprehended on the street 
often seem abashed and apologetic 
when the arresting officer is a woman. 


It is loo early, however, to jump to

passes, prosecutors and judges may 
treat the liUlo-nld-lady numbers writer 
as harshly as her male counterpart.

became a costly failure, not only for 
Julie and the studio that made it, but for 
the whole damned industry." 


The Duke continued. 
"You know something? I've been in 


all types of movies-not all Westerns, be- 
lieve me-but I try to be an essentially de- 
cent person in every one. I've never played 
a cruel, harsh character and I never will. 
Once, a while back, I was contemplating 
doing a different kind of film with a dif- 
ferent kind of hero. Fortunately I talked 
it over first with John Ford. You can tell 
how long ago that was when I tell you 
the example John gave me. 


" 'Duke,' he said, 'take a look over at 


Harry Carey and watch him work. Stand 
like" he does, if you can, and play your 
roles so that people can look upon you as 
a friend.' And that's what I think I've 
always done." 


"They keep bringing In people 


who don't know a thing about 
the Industry. Maybe they know 
how to Mil ginger ate, but they 
don't know how to make 
moving picture*." 


I'd been waiting, not eagerly but ex- 


pectantly, for the patriotic pitch I'd been 
told was inevitable. It came, albeit in 
abbreviated form. 


'This is a great country," the Duke 


said, "with great traditions and great 
folklore. I just hope nobody's going to 
mess us up." He paused to look at a 
large autographed picture of Vice Presi- 
dent Agnew hanging on the wall. "If 
there were more guys around like that 
one, it'll never happen. He's got the guts 
to stand up and speak out. As far as 
(his new generation of 'Americans' is 
concerned, I'm damned glad their cour- 
age doesn't equal their rhetoric." 


He sighed. "Well, that's the way it is 


around here now-little guts and little 
vision. There's still plenty of talent 


around, though, if you know where to 
look for it and it doesn't get misdirected. 
Ever see Paul Newman?" 


I said I had. 
"Now there's an actor who's got it if 


he'd stop hurting himself playing those 
anti-hero roles. The man has real talent, 
and you know what I'd do if I were as 
young as Newman? I'd form my own 
television producing company and get 
ready for pay-TV. Because that's what's 
coming soon, sooner than most of us 
think, and that's what's going to save the 
industry, even though it's all over for 
Hollywood itself. 


"What we have now on TV is con- 


trolled by Madison Avenue, but I don't 
think they'll have the same hold on pay- 
TV. They can't without their 15 or 20 
percent collected from the commercials. 
1 see pay-TV in the not-so-distant future 
and this, I think, is how it will work as 
far as those who make it are concerned. 


"At the moment, we know our fea- 


ture films will show in theaters for from 
one to a couple of years and then, after 
quite a while, they go on the air. But 
pay-TV is going to work differently. We'll 
do the feature films, all right, but we'll 
pull them out of the theaters in three to 
six months, hold them for another three 
months, then show them on pay-TV. And 
it won't be the tiny screens we show them 
on now. See that over there?" 


He pointed to a highly decorative wall 


screen that I judged was about three by 
five feet in size. 


"That's what's coming, you mark my 


words, and it'll be the death blow of 
dirty X-rated pictures, which have just 
about run their cycle anyway. What 
you're looking at is a family-size screen 
and it will show family-type movies."

ANSWERS 


1. False. Studies sponsored by the Na- 
tional Science Foundation have demon- 
strated that when a woman is attracted 
to someone in this situation, she is like- 
ly—if conditions permit—to seat herself 
betide the person rather than facing 
him. With men, it was found, it tends 
to be the other way around. If they en- 
counter someone they would like to 
know better, they prefer ID sit facing 
them. 
2. True. In studies at Arizona State 
University psychologists tested the re- 
action time of men and women subjects 
who had consumed various amounb of 
alcohol. Liquor impaired the reaction- 
time performance of female* to a sig- 


nificantly greater extent flun males.

Collec tfng It Has Become 
Everybody's Game

he urge to collect things 
has taken the country by 
storm. Hordes of Amer- 


icans, young and old, nervous 
about inflation and the weak- 
ening of the dollar, are rushing 
out to buy everything from 
gold jewelry to oil paintings 
to Persian rugs, in the hope 
of realizing the kind of appre- 
ciation that will keep them 
ahead-of inflation. Many of 
them, say the experts, may 
succeed, and many others may 
get burned. 


As a numismatist (coin col- 


lector), I've always felt that 
the wise collector will demand 
two things from an item: Brat, 
that it be aesthetically desir- 
able; and second, that it have 
an intrinsic value to hedge 
against changes in the public's 
artistic taste. This suggests to 
me that "silver collectibles" 
may turn out to be one of the 
best hedges against inflation. 


Many silver items do run the 
risk of depreciation, although 
they have at least some intrin- 
sic value. The silver collector's 
gains are based on the "col- 
lecting value" of the items he 
buys-that is, on whether or 
not they become valuable be- 
cause of their desirability and 
availability to collectors. But 
the value of the silver content 
hedges against the total losses 
that can be suffered by collec- 
tors of other items, which may 
require a greater expertise of 
the collector. 


The gold and silver fans can 


point to some interesting facts: 
All-silver coins, tied in bags, 
and having a face value of 
$1,000, recently were selling 
for as much as $2,000 on the 
silver exchanges. And sellers 
are getting up lo $210 for the 
famous U.S. "double eagle" 
gold piece, whose face value is 
only $20. 


The new silver rush all 


started, realty, on November 
28,1961. That's when the U.S. 
government removed the price 
ceiling on the world's largest 
concentrated stockpile of sil- 
ver. Silver bullion, which had 
been held at 92.5 cents per 
ounce, began inching its way 


upward. When, on September 
9,1963, it had reached $1.29, 
the government found itself on 
the brink of disaster. Fot all of 
a sudden silver dollars pos- 
sessed a bullion value equal to 
their face value-and the pub- 
lic started hoarding them. If 
the price rose as little as nine 
cents higher, dimes, quarters, 
and half-dollars would be sub- 
ject to the same phenomenon, 
and catastrophe would follow! 


A drastic change in the 


nation's coinage was in the 
offing. A new law enacted 
in mid-1965 authorized the 
abandonment of silver in favor 
of a cupronickel composition 
for our circulating coins. By 
early 1966, the U.S., long the 
largest user of silver for coin- 
age, had produced its last sil- 
ver coins, and the reality of 
Gresham's law-bad money 
will drive good money out of 
circulation-was operating. 


Once silver was no longer 


used for money, people began 
to look at it in a new light. The 
public had developed a strong 
attachment to the metal. In 
1964, an organization called 
the National Commemorative 
Society was launched. The 
NCS provided a new collect- 


ing concept: a limited sub- 
scription series of monthly sil- 
ver-dollar-size medals com- 
memorating historic subjects. 


Today, people are collecting 


silver medals, ingots and bars 
collector plates and, yes, even 
coins, such as the special 
fcisenhower 
silver 
dollars, 


which are produced by the 
U.S. Mint and sold lo the pub- 
lic at a handsome profit to the 
government. 
. 


Is silver a sound invest- 


ment? In the long run, the an- 
swer seems to be yes- as wit- 
ness the fact that silver dollars 
which ten years ago were 
worth just $1, are now worth 
a minimum of $3.50-or $7 
for an uncirculated example 
Dimes, quarters and halves, 
which were common in circu- 
lation just seven years ago, are 
worth at least double face 
value today.

ounces—and (hat's a lot of sil- 
ver! And gold, that other pop- 
ular precious metal, cannot be 
held legally by U.S. citizens 
(except in the form of coins, 
which are now priced out of 
reach for most). 


One way to measure the in- 


vestment merits of a. collec- 
tor's item is by its availability. 
It must be available enough to 
be 
collectible, 
yet scarce 


enough to be desirable. Here 
again, the silver collector items 
currently being marketed gen- 
erally come off well.- Most are 
offered as limited-issue pro- 
grams that are rigidly adhered 
to and that allow an individ- 
ual to purchase only one exam- 
ple or set. This assures that 
there will be wide dispersal, 
but it eliminates the possibility 
that a hoard might suddenly 
appear on the market to de- 
press prices. 


Does this mean silver col- 


lecting will make you a mil- 
lionaire? No. Silver collecting 
is not a get-rich-quick scheme. 
Most individuals buy these 
plates and medals more with 
an eye to their heirloom value • 
than to quick profits. But there 
are instances of collectors re- 
alizing bonanzas. The Frank- 
lin Mint 1970 Christmas ingot, 
for example, which was issued 
at $ 12, is now being resold for 
as much as $185. Prestige 
Creations' 1972 Thanksgiving 
bar containing one ounce of 
silver, which originally sold 
for $4.50, is now trading at 
about $62. 


What about craftsmanship? 


Is it really high quality? 


Experts agree it is. Take the 


silyer Christmas plate created 
in 1970 from designs prepared 
by Norman Rockwell. Having 
the design created by such a 
famous artist has assured that 
the plate would not only have 
monetary value, but would 
have added value from an ar- 
tistic standpoint. 


Yes, there are pitfalls. For 


one thing, it is important that 
<in item be properly conceived 
if it is to be popular on the 
resale market. Here rests one 
of the potential traps for the 
unwary individual. He has to 
have some sensitivity as to 
whether the item is likely to be 
sought by future buyers. The 
most popular subjects for in- 
dividual medal issues and se- 
ries are nationally recognized 
events and personages, (the 
assassination 
of 
John 
F. 


Kennedy, completion of the 
transcontinental railroad, etc.). 


Sometimes there are other 


factors besides the subject in 
volved. For example, a series 
of silver medals depicting birds 
created by Gilroy Roberts, the 
famous designer of the Ken- 
nedy half-dollar, has proved 
very popular. The first group- 
ing of five medals sold for $90 
in 1970. They are now selling 
for more than $200. 


Silver collector items can 


best be summed up this way: 
They provide a convenient 
means for obtaining an item 
of some intrinsic value, which, 
because of its compact size 
and relative indestructibility, 
can be easily deposited for 
safekeeping. Whatever the ex- 
planation, the appeal has been 
strong enough to command 
the interest of not only the 
coin-collecting fraternity, and 
John and ianc Doe, but also 
such famous people as Paul 
Newman, Mickey Rooney.The 
Carpenters, RudyVallee,John 
Gavin, singer Wayne Newton, 
Sen. Mark Hatfieid of Oregon, 
and civil rights leader Charles 
Evers. 


In my view, an interest 


commanding such a broad ap- 
peal is not likely to be a flash 
in the pan. The perceptive and 
circumspect collector may, in 
many cases, turn this oppor- 
tunity into a good investment 
—in addition to gaining a pas- 
time that can accord 
flM
